Rince Eugene arriving at Roveredo towards 
: the End of April, ftaid there fome Days 
waiting the Arrival of che Pruffian Troops, 
and to difpofe .all things againft the open- 
‘ ‘ing of the ‘Campaign. He went to view 
the Troops potted at Gavardo, the Command of 
which he gave to General Bibra ; and order’d the 
Count of Léiningen to go to the Body of Horfe 
form’d . near §. Martin under the Command of 
Count Sereni. .Baron.Ried, Quarter-Mafter-General, 
“was order'd to lay a Bridge over the Adige, and to 
caufe another to be provided ro: be carried in Wag- 
gons 3 which being: done, his Highnefs left Roveredo 
_ the...5th. of May embark’d at Sacco on the Adige, 
-and'that’ Night arriv’d at S. Michel, near the Cantp, 
‘Where he tarried rhe. 6th and 7th to give fome 
The’ 8th the Troops pafs’'d the Adige, and march’d 
to’S. Marie. Captain Harck who had been fent 
“with a Party cowards the Mincio, return’d that 
“Day with 14 Horfes and. 10 Prifoners taken fyom 
“the Enemy, of whom he had kill’d 6. Collonel 
Patee had Orders fenehim ‘to quit the Po, to leave 
but‘200 Horfe:there, and to come and joyn the Ar- 
my with'the reft of :his‘Troops; 
oth the Army halred, Bread was diftribured 
“go the Troops, and fome Orders given. Advice 
came: that General Bibra was upon the March wich 
the Body of Troops that was at Gavardo, confifting 
all Poor, except. the. Regiment of Dragoons of 
-‘Zinzendorf ; and that-he would-encamp nearDrugu- 
Jo, in order to beat band to join the Army if ic 
fhould ‘pafs the Mincio. “Baron Vehlen who was at 
-Pefcantina with a Detachment of: Horfe and Foor, 
receiv’d Order to fend 4°Party of Heydukes towards 
_S. Michel, and to come,and join the Army with the 
reft, in Cafe the Enemy. fhould abandon:their Pofts 
about Lazife, if not tomarch directly againft them : 
But at Night we learnt the Enemy had abandon'd 
Lazife, Bardolino, and Torri. 
The roth the Army march’d to Bovegliano and en- 
cathb’d there. Baron Ried was order’d out co get 
‘Intelligence of the Motions of the Enemy towards 
the Mincio, and to mark out anew Camp. About 
Noon ‘he brought Word, that the Enemy were at 
Valefo kaving 2 Cannon there, and 2 others at Borg- 
hetto,; between: which: and Monzanbano lay tooo 
Horfe and 6000 Foor. General Bibra fent an Ac- 


_ count likewife, that rhere were 3000 Men at Dezen-: 


zano, and that the Enemy. were drawing together a 
greaver Number at Caftiglione; whereupon new 
Orders were fenttobim. 

The 11th after the neceffary Difpofitions the Ar- 
my continued their March ; the Horfe towards Va- 
lefo, and the Infantry towards Salionze, where Baron 
Ried was order'd to-lay @-Bridge -by the Favour of 
the Fire-of the Infantry and of 4 Field-Pieces, which

The 13th that General having fent an Account, 
that there were 20 Barks ready, the Foor were or- 
der’d to march towards Lazife, there to embark 3 and 
the Horfe to march in 3 Bodies towards Roveredo, 


‘and from thence towards Salo, in order to joyn Ge- 


neral Bibra. The fame Day the Imperial Regiment 
of Wirtemberg, and that of Pruffians of Prince Philip, 


-march’d accordingly. 


The-1 4th the Regiment of Pruffians of Prince Louis, 
fil’d off likewife towards the Lake ; and the whole 
Army was order’d to follow the next Day, to encamp 
at Lazife. 

when we were come within a League 
of Lazife, great thooting of Cannon was-heard, and 
Prince Eugene judging it was on the Lake, caus'd 4 
Pieces of Caniton'to be drawn that Way, and going 
thither in Perfon, he faw the Enemy’s arm'd Barke 
‘cannonade.our Franfports, and oblige them to retire. 
‘However, the Pruffian General van Stillen, notwith- 
ftanding this Cannonading, order'd our Barks to make 
‘along ‘thore towards San Vigilio, which they did 
without receiving any Damage, one Bark excepted ; 
and our 4 Pieces of Cannon having begun to play, 
the Enemy were forc'd to retire, and our Barks pafs'd 
over. Prince Eugene caus’d a Regiment to advance 
: San Vigilio, and the Cannon to be plac’d there in 
Battery. : 

The 16th the Tranfportation of the Troops was 
continu’d, without any Oppofition from the Enemy ; 
and the Horfe march’d towards Roveredo in order 
to joyn General Bibra. Towards the Evening Prince 
Eugene pafs’d the Lake, and fix’d his Head-Quarters 
at Salo. 

The 17th the Regiment of Anhalt pafs'd, and wich 
them the Horfes of feveral Officers. The fame Day 
we had Advice of the arrival of a good number of 
orga and that they were marching towards the 

ke. 

Gavardo, May 20, Collonel Zumjungen, at the 
Head of 1500 Foot, has attack’d the Spaniards ar 
Offerro, in their’ Lines, with fo great Succefs, that 
after having overthrown thofe that ftord the 
firft Shock; he has’ takén 190 Soldiers Prifoners, 
with 1 Lieutenant-Collonel, 5 Captains, andi 30 o- 
ther Officers Subalterns.

Treves, June 5. The Army under the: D. of Marlbo- 
rough, is alvane’d yery near to the Enemy’s Army 
commanded by the Marfhal de Villars, Yefterday 
all the heavy Baggage went frgm Contz to rejoin 
the Army of the Allies which is compos'd of abour 
60000 Men ; All the Ingeniers ,are to repair to it 
without delay with rhe heavy Attillery.
